4. Physical security surveys were conducted at the offices 
of the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) and the Department of Housing 
and Urban: Development (HUD). The surveys were conducted to deter- 
mine if these agencies had the proper facilities to store an Agency 
National Intelligence Estimate classified at the SECRET level. The 
survey determined that while HUD did have appropriate facilities, 
FTC did not. As a result, arrangements were made whereby the National 
Intelligence Estimate would be delivered to the FTC by an Agency 
courier in the morring and returned to the Agency in the afterroon. 
If after studying the National Intelligence Estimate the FTC deter- 
mines that they would desire to retain this document in the future, 
the FTC has agreed to obtain safekeeping equipment and to implement 
procedures that would afford proper protecticn to the document. (U)
